It was requested that 
through U.S. Cast one and Xsnigration officials at Brownsville, Texas, a dis¬ 
creet search of ZAYDMAM'S effects and papers he aade and that, the purpose of 
hia travel be ascertained, 

AT BRCWNSFILLE. TEXAS ? 

Inquiry of Eastern Airlines and Pan American Airways sources of infomation 
failed to disclose any record of Subject’s arrival or departure from Brownsville 
on November 24, 1945* However, at approximately 8:00 p.m., on November 24, 1945, 
It was ascertained that ZAYDMAN, under the name of ADAM LAYDUAN, was scheduled 
to arrive via Eastern Airlines at 9:35 p.m., on that date, and request was made 
for space on Pan American Airways, Trip 503, departing Brownsville for Mexico 
City at 10:30 p.m. on the same date. 

ZAYDMAN arrived at approximately 9:35 p.m., via Eastern Airlines and immediately

Among other things, it was noted, that Subject's occupation was that of a cos¬ 
metics manufacturer, and that his permanent business and residence address was 
Kambla #503, Montevideo, Uruguay, and that he is a representative of Betsy 
Xontecarlo, a perfumery and cosmetics concern at Monaco, France.

DETAILS: By communication dated December 10, 1945 the Washington 

Field Division requested that the Selective Service

A review of the file at Local Board No. 612, 1441 
Herb el .Avenue, Buffalo, New York, reflected that GEORGE N. PERAZICH, 

273 North Drive, Buffalo, New York, registered on October 16, 1940, 
being assigned Order Number 1477 and Serial Number 951* His employment 
was given as the Research Advisory Board, Liberty Bank -Building, Buffalo, 
New York, 1 


PERAZICH filed his questionnaire 'with this Board on 
April 12, 1941, -which reflected that he possessed Social Security Number 
104-14-1449, that he attended the University of California, Engineering 
School for five .years, being graduated therefrom, and that he also 
attended the Wharton School of Finance, University of Pennsylvania for 
one year, (No dates were given in this questionnaire,* ,) 

The occupation of PERAZICH is listed as a Research 
Engineer for the Research Advisory Service, Liberty Bank Building, 
Buffalo, New York, at a salary of $75 per week. It was reflected that 
this employment had been for the past eight months and that his duties 
consisted of preparing technical reports for industrial clients,

The. questionnaire further reflected that PERAZICH was 
married October 19, 1933 at San Francisco, California and that his 
family consisted of his wife, AMELI^a^RAZICH, age -20, his son JOHN

1942, According to the questionnaire PERAZICH registered as an

The Selective Service file reflected also a postal 
card dated September 17, 1942, Buffalo, New York, from PSRAZICH, 
stating that he had a new son bom and added that he had received 
his U*S. citizenship* 

A change of address card dated December 14, 1942 was 
also In evidence reflecting PiftAZICH’S new address as 45 North 2nd 
Terrace, Bloomfield, New Jersey* 

On August 5, 1944 PERAZICH filed Form DS 351 requesting 
permission to depart from the United States, advising that he intended 
to visit the Balkan area as an employee of the United Nations Belief 
and Behabilitation Administration and that the nature of his business 
was confidential* 

A letter dated August 3, 1944 from FRANCIS B. SAIRE, 
Chairman of the Selective Service Committee of the UNBEA was noticed 
in the Selective Service file, and this letter requested that the Local 
Board issue an exit permit, DS 351, for the registrant PSRAZICH, in 
view of the fact that he was being assigned to the Balkan area as
